The aspect of “Meeting All 
Comers” which makes it one 
of the Post’s most popular fea- 
tures and different from most 
question-and-answer depart- 
ments is Mewhinney’s  ex- 
tremely personal approach to 
the peblant The’elaran hes 
none of the cold, objective re- 
serve which is usual in such 
enterprises. Mewhinney flatly 
refuses to answer some cate- 
gories of questions, including 
most silly questions. When he 
does answer them, he frequent- 
ly ridicules their authors. He 
makes no secret of the fact 
that any Houstonian, armed 
with a phone book and a few 
equally elementary sources, 
could find the answers as well 
as he. 

In many instances Mewhin- 
ney is amazingly accommodat- 
ing. When a Houston resident 
asked the sage to explain the 
Truman Doctrine in one-sylla- 
ble words, he did so in 285 one- 
syllable words. He explained 
not only what the Truman Doc- 
trine is but also what it is not, 
and threw in a brief but incon- 
testable appraisal of its worka- 
bility: 

“Time will tell.” 

On the other hand the early 
(for a morning paper) hours 
when he is piecing together 
the column sometimes find 
Mewhinney in a choleric con- 
dition in which he does not 
hesitate to slap down his fellow 
Houstonians. When a reader 
asked help in an ethical prob- 
lem of whether to report his 
landlord to the authorities for 
high rent after originally agree- 
ing to move into a black-mar- 
ket apartment, Mewhinney re- 
plied, “You told the man you 
would pay that rent. Pay it.” 
He told another reader 
volved in a wrangle with his 
landlord, “Never mind the 
legal aspects.

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crabs. Mr. Grimes perhaps en- 
visioned this department as 
trudging the streets in quest 
of a marine biologist, paw- 
ing through ponderous tomes 
about marine crustacea, or 
maybe even catching a crab 
and studying his habits for 
six or seven months. 

“Butthis department trudged 
exactly seven steps over to the 
unabridged dictionary and 
looked up ‘soft-shelled crab.”

Mostly what the cus- 
tomers want to know is how to 
get cockroaches out of their 
kitchens, bats out of their 
chimneys or kittens out from 
under their houses. Or they 
pick up something off the beach 
at Galveston and want to know 
if it is ambergris. At one time 
or another 50 or 60 customers 
have written in to ask if old 
books in their possession were 
worth any sizable sum of 
money. But nobody yet has 
ever asked if a book is worth 
reading. 

"This department will make 
fort to reform the custom- 
is is Houston, not Ath- 
ens; and the year is 1947, not 
400 B. The dialogues of 
Plato record some several hun- 
dreds of questions that Socra- 
tes asked of the citizens, as he 
walked upand down thestreets, 
is well as those that the citi- 
zens asked of Socrates.

The queer birds peering from these pages 
represent a British artist's satiric notion of 
what many of his fellow countrymen look 
like. Most Americans will instantly recog- 
nize some of them, like the crusty, trowel: 
nosed fox hunter (top, far right) or the chol- 
eric golfer (above). Others, like the food in- 
spector (/e/t), are peculiarly British, But all 
of them have in common the dumpy bodies 
and sharp beaks of birds..It is the claim 
of their creator, a 30-year-old Cornishman 
named John Musgrave Wood (inset), who 
signs his work “Emmwood,” that birds and 
people look very much alike, He also claims 
that their habits are similar. With each cari- 
cature, all of which first appeared in London's 
magazine, The Tatler, Emmwood writes a short paragraph of ornithological 
terms to describe its feeding habits, color, cries and habitat. 

It was in the bird-infested jungles of Burma where he fought with the famed 
Wingate’s Raiders that Emmwood first became fascinated with the bird-human 
similarity. Birds and soldiers alike got up at the same time, scratched around for 
food, squawked and jabbered at each other in the brush and finally retired at 
thesame time to absurd nests or shelters. Back home in the tiny Cornish coast vil- 
lage of Polperro, he became further obsessed with watching gulls, often noting 
how similar their habits were to those of people he knew. “If you stare closely 
into a gull’s eye,” he remarks, “it begins to have a dreadfully human look.”

TROPICAL PARASITES 
Sirs: 

In your article, "The Age of Ex- 
ploration,” (Lire, March 22), you 
have reproduced some deservedly 
famous early scientific drawings. Un- 
fortunately the caption explaining the 
illustration in the lower left corner of 
page 82 gives an erroneous interpre- 
tation of the picture. Your explana- 
tion mentions “worms which stuck to 
their legs,” implying that the ailing 
natives were plagued by nothing more 
serious than leeches or blood-suckers 
attached to the outside of their bodies. 
Through this misinterpretation you 
have missed the opporunity of telling 
your readers a bit from one of the 
most fascinating chapters in the his- 
tory of man’s relationships with 
parasitic animals. 

‘The person seated beside the house 
is not scraping or pulling off worms. 
Rather, he is extracting a specimen 
of the Guinea worm (Dracunculus med- 
inensis)from beneath his skin by wind- 
ing it on a stick. The minute young of 
this worm live in the body of a small 
crustacean (Cyclops) and get into 
the man’s body when he drinks con- 
taminated water. Once inside the hu- 
man body the worm grows until it at- 
tains a length of a yard or more. The

remainder ofits lifeis spent in burrow- 
ing from place to place in the loose 
tissues beneath the skin of its host, 
causing the latter considerable ‘dis- 
comfort. When fully grown the body 
of a female Guinea worm is packed 
full of microscopic young. ‘These 
can never leave the body of the host 
unless the mother sticks the front 
end of its body through the human 
skin, An arm oraleg, because of itsfre- 
quent contact with water, is a favored 
location for this breakthrough. The 
young worms are released into the 
water and bore into the bodies of 
Cyclops which are in the water. They 
are then ready to enter the body of 
any human who drinks the water. 
For ages natives of tropical regions 
have practiced the art of winding 
Guinea worms from under their skins.

CRUCIAL CAMPAIGN BETWEEN THE COMMUNISTS AND THE WEST IS BEING FOUGHT ON AN ALL-OUT BASIS 


By caste From Rome 

On April 18 the people of Italy will go to the polls to elect their first free 
parliament in a quarter of a century. Sicilian peasants will leave their patches 
of parched earth, bowed Abruzzi shepherds their flocks and white-faced nuns 
their shaded cloisters. Miners will emerge from Sardinia’s coal pits, and Nea- 
politan fishermen will leave their nets to dry in the sun. They will mark an 
“"X” beside the symbol of the party they choose from among no less than 99 
possibilities—ranging from the dominant and rival Communist and Catholic 
blocs to such oddities as “Party of the Calm Waters,” which has the com- 
mendable program of “Peace, Bread and Work for Both Sexes.” Of 26 mil- 
lion eligible to vote as many as 24 million may do so. On a basis of propor- 
tional party strength they will choose 574 deputies for terms of five years. 
How the vote goes will influence the course of European history for perhaps 
a hundred years. 

Considering the issues at stake and the fact that it has developed into a 
wide-open free-for-all in which anything goes, the pre-election campaign has 
proceeded thus far with comparative lack of bloodshied. This is largely due to 
a formal electoral truce proposed by the Communists themselves and en- 
dorsed by some 75,000 election police which the Ministry of the Interior

holds ready for any emergency. Minister Scelba has been blunt in his warn- 
ing that “either everybody will vote freely or no oné will vote at all,” and to 
back it up his police are uncovering and seizing Communist arms inherited 
from the fleeing German armies in the last weeks of World War II. 

But this repression of violence has in no way smothered the volatile Italian 
temperament. If anything it has released it. Italy today has become a sort of 
Enropent Wisconsin, full of political hoopla, Tammany ward-heeling and 

pressure campaigning from the outside world. The contesting parties so- 
i it every voter and excite the populace with parades and demonstrations. 
From Moscow to Belgrade, Communist strategists are doing everything they 
can to woo the Italian voter’s heart and mind; Americans, encouraged by the 
State Department, are bombarding their Italian cousins with letters singing 
the delights of democracy. 

This highly American sort of campaign is given added piquancy by the tire- 
less inventive talent of the Italians, who daily find new and ingenious little 
weapons for waging the electoral battle. One group of conservative industrial- 
ists, eager to get a maximum vote to the polls, plans to set up a national lot- 
tery: to enter and get a free ticket one must present a slip of paper showing

Their press has retorted by printing reports 
that a small village's statue of the 19th Century antipapal leader Giuseppe 
Garibaldi dismounted from its horse, walked into a local tobacco shop and, 
after inquiring of the recent financial scandal in the Vatican, smoked a Tos- 
cano cigar. 

Does all this suggest a dignity appropriate for making a historic decision? Do 
not the Italian people understand the issue at stake—that they must choose 
between the East and West, between America and Russia? An Italian might 
answer, “We did not ask for this awful responsibility. We have never wanted a 
role—much less a critical one—in this tragedy that spans the world from 
Prague to Peking. Yes, most of us are intelligent enough to see we are being 
asked to choose between East and West. But we are also reasonable enough to 
wish we did not have to make a choice.” And if he wished to document his 
argument, it would be easy. He could take you to the village of Amalfi just be- 
low Naples and point to a great whitewash legend splashed on the dock wall 
an impatient fisherman ‘iva questi, quelli, viva chi vince” (“Long live 
these, long live those, long live whoever wins”).

Premier Alcide de Gasperi and his Christian Democrats, the largest single 
party in Italy, command the active support of the Catholic Church, the promise 
of Marshall Plan assistance to Italy and the threat of a Communist dictatorship 
if De Gasperi is defeated. Utterly honest and sincere, painfully humorless and 
uninspiring, De Gasperi is a tall. gaunt man of 67 years whose anti-Fascist 
record is unblemished and whose devotion to Western democracy is unshak- 
able. A shrewd party leader, a weak orator and a fair parliamentarian, h 
appeal to the Italian people is es based on the fear of alter- 
natives to his vi y danger to religion: “If I 
speak against the Communists. it is not for their economic beliefs. on which we 
could find points of agreement, but for their ideology, their spirit, their creed.” 
He points to Communists jeopardizing further American aid:."“It is not possible 
to accuse America of imperialism . . . and at the same time demand aid from 
Americ: .

and occasionally absurd. One woman organizer remarked at a diplomatic 
luncheon in Rome last week, “It’s very difficult to get out to this poor borgats 
often enough because the Party will only let me have a car twice a week. . 

Why, yes, I suppose those others do use trolleys and buses, but. . 

Against this defensive position the Communist-Socialist combination, which 
calls itself the Popular Democratic Front, has thrown itself with cunning and 
fury. Commanding the attack is 55-year-old Palmiro Togliatti, Italy’s most bril- 
liant politician. Under him and his Communist Party Central Committee of 12, 
almost 10,000 sections and some 35,000 cells are now mobilized to pile up the 
Communist vote. In the past two years they have driven fast toward a goal of 
“a Communist section for every church tower in Italy.” They have unlimited 
financial resources (an estimated $15 million in Russian funds for propaganda 
so far), almost an unqualified control of the great Italian General Confedera- 
tion of Labor and a concealed army of trained ex-partisans that cannot number 
fewer than 150,000 men. In previous free elections they have won the munici- 
pal governments of some 309 Italian cities, including those of the size and im- 
portance of Turin and Venice, Florence and Genoa, Bologna and Leghorn. 

‘Their “democratic” appeal has evolved a formula that is a shrewd mixture of 
evasion of obvious indictments against them, distortion of facts, fast side- 
stepping and sharp counterthrusts: this includes the insistence that Italian 
Communism is not antidemocratic but instead favors a “workers’ democracy”; 
that it has proved it is not anti-religious by affirming the Lateran Pact with the 
Vatican; that it supports ‘small landholders,” and that it is pro-Italian rather 
than pro-Russian. The Communists counter embarrassing questions about 
freedom of speech, the Iron Curtain and Soviet interference in Italy with ques- 
tions of their own: What about the U.S. “Dollar Curtain?” What about free- 
dom of speech in Spain? What about U.S. interference? 

‘As the campaign heats up the man whom the Communists thrust forward to 
fire these arguments is not their own Togliatti but his obedient ally, Pietro 
Nenni, leader of the Socialist Party’s left wing and Italy’s most florid orator. A 
portly, balding man of 57, onetime friend of Mussolini and a Spanish Civil War 
veteran, Nenni is the stooge whom the Communists almost certainly hope to 
advance to the premiership someday. Knowing and rejoicing in this, Nenni has 
bound his half of the split Socialist party in tight alliance with the Communists. 
The Red seizure of Czechoslovakia failed to chill him, nor did the suicide leap 
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WELL-DISCIPLINED CONVOY of 115 trucks, loaded with nearly 10,000 striking 
Milan workers, rolls into Somaglia the next day to make political capital of the shoot 
ing. Government cleverly provided an escort of police armored cars to guard against 


of Jan Masaryk nor even the bitter, little refrain which the Roman wags last 
week were addressing to him: ‘Ask not for whom the window is open, "tis open 
for thee.” 

Propaganda of the Communist Front repeated with the compelling insistence 
of a drum beat has scored two notable victories. In the domestic arena it stands 
forth as the champion of social reform. In the international arena it poses 
proudly as the resolute defender of “peace.” To win the first claim has not been 
hard. The Demo-Christian record of two years’ government begins with an 
enlightened and ambitious program but shows not a single serious achievement 
of any of the promised reforms. The Demo-Christians have had to face all the 
tortuous problems of government, while it has always been the Communists 
who have led the workers in wage demands and strikes (and almost always 
won) —just as it has always been the Communists who have led the peasants to 
claim thousands of hectares of uncultivated land in Sicily and Calabria under 
contracts made nearly 50 years ago. At the time of their negotiation these con- 
tracts set a purchase price for such lands that was well beyond the reach of 
peasants. Now, with the inflation of the lira, thousands have been able to buy. 
Even the political exigencies of the campaign have not restrained Rome's 
Catholic press from denouncing peasants who have invoked the old contracts, 
and, in the case of church-owned property, buyers have been threatened with 
denial of the sacraments. 

To present the Communists as the party of peace has required more subtlety 
and has resulted in peace demonstrations by 50,000 Roman women and almost 
as many wounded war veterans in Genoa—all coinciding with the toughening 
of America’s anti-Communist policy and President Truman’s call for a military 
draft. A popular Communist cartoon has shown the President standing behind 
a giant soup tureen labeled ‘Today Minestruman” as he ladles out guns and 
bullets to a line of customers including Tsaldaris of Greece, Franco of Spain 
and assorted Italian Fascists. By such persistent propaganda the Communists— 
incredibly—have almost completely captured the word peace in this campaign. 
Because the Italian people are obsessed by the dread of another war, this fact 
means hundreds of thousands of votes. 

The question remains which party will emerge the stronger when all the 
votes are in? Both the Front and the Christian Democrats have hopes of pass- 
ing the 10-million mark. But there is a difference between these blocs. The 
Demo-Christian total is elastic: it depends upon how lazy anti-Communists are 
on election day. A parish priest may influence his congregation, but he has

neither the money nor the equipment to deliver the voters physically to the 
polls. The Front, with a hard Communist core of expert organizers, tireless 
precinct workers and plenty of money, will provide both persuasion and trans- 
portation for every possible sympathizer. 

In percentages the Front is conceded by most of its opponents to count upon 
35%, although some gamblers are betting on a figure as low as 30.5%. Serious 
Communist statisticians say the Front will poll 45% and a few isolated opti- 
mists speak softly about a possible majority. If the Front should get as high as 
45% it will demand a chance to form a new government, and if it succeeds the 
Italians can expect to see their parliamentary government taken over by a 
police government, gradually or precipitately as expedience directs. If the Reds 
poll 35% to 37%, what then? There are alarming precedents. They may demand 
4 coalition and thus set the stage for a Czech-style coup. They certainly could 
hamstring any national government that excluded them. Or they might use 
exclusion as an excuse for a secessionist movement that would literally split 
Italy wide open. 


The rope in a tug of war 


The Christian Democrats are also generally conceded 35%—but the possible 
margin of error here is wide. If their supporters are neither lazy nor intimi- 
dated they could still surpass the Front’s total. Probably close to one quarter 
of the people of Italy may vote for neither party, and if they do their vote will 
still be implicitly anti-Communist. Naples’ thousands of diehard monarchists 
will stick to their guns. Italy’s mildly leftist intellectuals and bourgeoisie may 
give the Republican party a solid 5% of its vote. “Pure” Socialist workers and 
intellectuals may do equally well for Giuseppe Saragat’s moderate, independent 
Socialist party, which split with Nenni’s Socialists in 1947. And as many as one 
out of 10 votes may go to the assorted extreme right and the neo-Fascist par- 
ties. Of all these parties the only one that has a chance of drawing strength 
away from the Communists to the anti-Communist cause is the Saragat Social- 
ist party. It boasts distinguished leaders—Saragat himself, Author Ignazio 
Silone and Industrialist Ivan Matteo Lombardo—but it lacks the other sinews 
of political strength: money and organization. 

‘Aware of how close the vote may be and knowing equally well the interna- 
tional tensions that lie just below the surface of Italy’s elections, an Italian 
stated simply the feeling of many of his countrymen: ‘How do we feel—? How

do you think it feels to be the rope in a tug of war? Does the rope ever have a 
chance of winning?” 

This attitude thrives in a country where the paradox is at frantic play. A 
nation defeated, occupied and humiliated in World War II commands the 
attention of the world—and regrets it. A nation known as the traditional home 
of Catholic faith threatens to become Communism’s first conquest in the West. 
The nation so threatened has been a political arena where for three years 
American foreign policy has been free to employ every political and economic 
weapon it knows how to use. 

Geography alone does much to explain the focusing of the world’s eyes upon 
Ttaly. As the crow or the V-bomb flies, Turin in the north is closer to London 
than it is to Brindisi, and Brindisi in the south is closer to Constantinople than 
to Turin. Bombs aside, at a time when the political war between America and 
Russia is flaming so fiercely, every Communist in the world knows the precious 
value of a triumph in free elections. On what “democratic” grounds will U.S. 
then challenge this Communist victory? 

That “Catholic” Italy should be so vulnerable seems incongruous. But 
“Catholic” Italy is not quite so Catholic as it may seem or its statistics claim, 

Superstition and ignorance are part of the story. As recently as March 
some 60,000 pilgrims had poured into the historic city of Assisi to be cured of 
their ailments by the “breathing” Madonna atop the Cathedral of Santa Maria, 
while Church officials vainly denied the miracle. Such peasants are not 
equipped to understand ecclesiastical warnings about “materialism” or “anti- 
religion.” But if the village priest in a remote Sicilian village states the matter 
in the simplest terms by warning a peasant that lightning will strike his cow if 
he votes for the Communists—then the peasant may weigh the value of his 
cow against the hectare of land that the local Communist leader promises him. 

Anticlericalism, too, is deep and strong in Italy's history. The Italians have 
lived close to the Vatican for 1,900 years; they have seen it in glorious days and 
scandalous days. They have seen papal power often exercised, not as a remote 
and righteous moral authority but as a mightily armed political force bat- 
tling with other city-states of Italy. The 19th Century nationalist risorgimento 
brought this anticlerical tradition to a stormy climax, when impassioned Italian 
patriots raged against the Vatican's obstruction of their crusade for national 
unity. 

But what is there to explain even the possibility of Communist triumph in a 
country where American policy has had so free a hand? The question is partly 
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unfair. Italian Communism’s force is attributable to many factors uncon- 
nected with U.S. diplomacy: the people’s poverty, war's destruction, the gov- 
ernment’s weakness and the moral and intellectual confusion inherited from 20 
years of Fascism. American diplomacy, moreover, began its postwar work with 
the tough and unprecedented job of trying to convert an enemy into an ally 
while using its cities and farms as battlefields. 

Not inevitable and not at all understandable to many Italians have been 
other aspects of U.S. policy. It has been difficult to make sense of a policy that 
took a bold stand in the eastern Mediterranean—while standing pat on an Ital- 
ian peace treaty which, at Soviet insistence, drains Italian economy, strips her 
military defenses, pushes Tito’s frontiers westward. Now the carefully timed 
summons of the Western powers to revise the Trieste decision (which may 
directly influence 1% of the votes) does something to clarify things. But the 
reversal in itself cannot be expected to allay Italians’ common feeling that 
American foreign policy is vacillating and unpredictable. 

American policy’s gravest reverses have not been in battles around diplo- 
matic council tables: they’ve been in the market place. Even while American 
food has fed workers of Italy and American coal has helped give them jobs and 
American medicines helped cure their sicknesses, Communist control of Ital- 
ian labor has remained unshaken and its appeal to the workers virtually un- 
challenged. The mayor of a little northern town near Milan saw no incongruity 
in rejoicing that his people would vote 94% Communist and that the town was 
soon to be adopted by a rich American lady. 


The power of the Church 


‘There remains only one faith and force in Italy powerful enough—perhaps— 
to deny Togliatti and Nenni their Roman triumph. This is the Catholic Church. 
It is the only force that can at this date affect what happens on April 18, be- 
cause it is the only force that may be close enough to the humble people of 
Italy to influence their decision, 

Every resource of the Church is being thrown into the battle. The Pope and 
the cardinals, archbishops and bishops throughout Italy have joined the reli- 
gious issue sharply in a series of public pronouncements: no Catholic can vote 
for the Communist Front. The battle is being carried, however, far from the 
magnificence of the Vatican, deep into dirtiest slums, the most arid farmlands 
of the south, the tiniest fishing villages along Italy’s winding shores. It is being 
carried there by Catholic Action. 

Almost two months ago Catholic Action, headed by a mild-mannered profes- 
sor of literature named Luigi Gedda, decided to match Communist cell organ- 
ization from top to bottom. In one month Gedda had organized Civil Committees 
in all of Italy’s 300 dioceses and in 18,000 of its 24,000 parishes. From a parish 
unit organization went down to a “zone” and “nucleus” level. Staffing the 
committees were three million members of Catholic Action (almost 50% more 
than the membership of the Communist party), plus more than one million 
from other Catholic socie' 

Today throughout Italy it is Catholic Action which braces the faltering 
Christian Democrat party. Catholic Action money buys the posters, rents 
offices, pays the gasoline and telephone bills. Catholic Action organizers do the 
door-to-door bell ringing in the big cities, bicycle to the outlying suburbs, move 
into market places to wrangle with Communist street-corner orators. Cath 
Action propagandists edit, print and distribute the manifestos that mock two 
million Italian Communists’ own dependence on American aid, that deride 
their exploitation of the name of Garibaldi, that excoriate their comrades’ 
savage triumph in Czechoslovakia. 

What are their immediate aims? A Catholic Action leader summed them up 
privately as three: ‘Get people to vote. Get them to vote Christian. Get them 
to vote Christian Democrat.” What are their hopes? Cannily Gedda says, “I 
am always a pessimist—until I see the results.” There is one other contingency: 
what if the Commui try to use force before or after the results are known’ 
Here too Catholic Action hopes to be ready with its “White Underground” — 
thousands of Catholic ex-partisans, as well trained as Communists and perhaps 
as well armed. 

These men, in short, have taken seriously the words of Pope Pius when in 
his last Christmas message he took from the Apocalypse his name for the 
‘The Angel of the Bottomless Pit.” At that time he had also said, “The 
gravity of the crisis is unquestionable, its possibilities for good and evil im- 
measurable, and its issue unpredictable.”? 

The sense of the tragedy which might befall Italy is never absent from his 
mind. Sitting in his study a week or so ago he talked to me for almost half an 
hour of peace—of hope for it and threat to it.

HOW U.S. BUSINESSMEN ARE SETTING NEW PATTERNS FOR THE CREATION OF WEALTH ABROAD 


Instead of war, let’s talk about some smart 
things Americans are doing around the world 
these days to make a fast buck and, incidentally, 
a more peaceful globe. 

Take the Snia-Viscosa rayon firm with plants 
dotting northern Italy. It is possible that a great 
many of its 45,000 workers have Communist 
sympathies, for those sympathies seem to in- 
crease with unemployment. But maybe there 
are a few less Commies in Snia-Viscosa today. 
A group of New York businessmen who 
thewadlves World Comméroe Corporation dis- 
covered that the 45,000 Italians were idle for 
the simple reason there was no coal to run the 
mills, So the Americans scrounged around the 
U.S. market, found some coal, paid for it in 
hard dollars, carted it to Italy, started up the 
mills. Then they brought back their share of the 
finished yarn and sold it in the U.S. for a good 
profit in fact dollars again, The same boys did a 
similar job in buying Swedish pulp with which 
to start up some French mills. 

Bright activities like that are a healthy re- 
sponse to the Communist charge that capital- 
ism cannot provide jobs, Buicks and calories. 
At the same time they illustrate how American 
businessmen today are setting new patterns for 
exploitation beyond the U,S. borders, 


Fish and Folkways 


You might wonder what a Venezuelan fish 
peddler and a Liberian bus driver have in com- 
mon besides two legs and an urge to eat. Yet 
each is now the special object of a new sort of 
Yankee enterprise; each may shortly find that he 
has abandoned some ways of his ancestors and 
that something new, made in U.S.A., has been 
added. 


Take the Venezuelan fish peddler. Today he 
rises early to watch the boats come in. He pre- 
tends to be waiting for a particular catch, but 
actually he is waiting for time and the sun to 
accomplish their work of creating a distress 
market among the fishermen. At the moment 
opportune for his pocketbook, if not for his cus- 


tomers’ stomachs, he buys. Then he hurries off 
on his rounds where his customers, in turn, 
tend to play a waiting and losing game. 

Enters this picture the Carribean Fisheries 
Company, organized a few months ago as a sub- 
sidiary of Nelson Rockefeller’s $15 million 
Venezuela Basic Economy Corporation. Two 
modern diesel trawlers complete with the latest 
refrigeration equipment have already arrived in 
Venezuelan waters, and more are on the way. A 
cold-storage and ice-making plant is under con- 
struction, a second is planned. Surveys indicate 
that if the fish is delivered fresh and cheap, con- 
sumption can be doubled. This will benefit 
Venezuelan diets and also the Venezuelan econ- 
omy, since about 40% of the country’s food is 
now imported. It should also return a fair profit 
to the Rockefellers, who can use the money to 
reinvest in other wealth-creating projects. 

Now to the Liberian bus driver. What are his 
complaints? Well, he lives in a land smothered 
by U.S. kindness. A century ago some New 
England do-gooders set up Liberia as a place for 
freed slaves to go. The government was modeled 
after ours, ant history gave us a moral guard- 
ianship over this corner of Africa. So when the 
Belgians, British or French discovered gold or 
diamonds near the Liberian border and wanted 
to pursue their quest inside, they would bump 
into U.S. no-trespassing signs. Thus Liberia was 
not exploited, but neither was it developed, for 
we assumed no economic responsibility. 

During the war the U.S. used Liberia as a 
naval and air base. It so happened that while he 
was Secretary of State, Edward R. Stett 
Jr. was held over in Liberia on a flight. Presi- 
dent William Tubman told him that Liberia 
really wanted to sell some of its lush resources 
so it could build some new schools and begin 
educating the inland natives who still live in 
tribes and hunt in packs. Liberia needed, he 
said, new roads less back-breaking for bus driv- 
ers, new health facilities and, in short, all the 
things that would bring it abreast of the 20th 
Century. 

This sounded reasonable to Stettinius, and 


after the war he set up a million-dollar company, 
one third owned by the Liberian government 
and a Liberian welfare foundation that will pro- 
mote education and health. Thus, as the modern 
age comes to Liberia, it will come with emphasis 
on the blessings rather than on the tribulations 
of industrial civilization. 

You can go around the depressed or so-called 
backward areas of the world and find Ameri- 
can businessmen big and small discussing or 
working at similar projects. In China the old 
hands are supplemented by new who first saw 
opportunities during the war. Their plans go 
beyond the mere extraction of tung oil and tin; 
they want to build factories in partnership with 
Chinese businessmen. Unfortunately China is 
so unsettled and U.S. policy toward China so 
befuddled that these projects are stalled at pres- 
ent. But the will and the opportunities are there, 
awaiting the kind of world or the kind of foreign 
policy that knows how to use them. 


The New Pattern 


What is new and different in all this from 
18th Century colonial exploitation; what is the 
American touch? Just this: Americans take the 
local people in with them on a participating ba- 
sis. In some instances the local laws compel this; 
in any event Americans have made the new pat- 
tern their own. The case of the Westinghouse 
company, which built a factory in Mexico for 
Mexicans to control and operate, is no longer 
unique. Americans expect their native partners 
to take over the projects and continue them in 
ithout outside aid. Americans are there as 
‘tors, financiers, teachers. They expect 
their investment returned with interest, but they 
do not expect, then, to settle back and draw off 
all the profits until the natives finally revolt and 
run them out. 

Our businessmen are following the trail 
blazed by American colonial policy at its best 
in the Philippines—tutelage, not domination. 
Let us cheer them on and pray they have time 
to spread wealth wherever wealth is wanted.

THE DEMOCRATIC PLAN 
TO DRAFT EISENHOWER 


THE PARTY SCHEMERS THINK THEY KNOW HOW 
TO GET RID OF HARRY TRUMAN “WITH HONOR” 


by SIDNEY OLSON 


One fact dominates all the political hurly-burly in the U.S. today. 
This is: President Harry Truman stands no chance of re-election. Out- 
side the White House hardly a Democrat disagrees; even inside the 
White House the fact appears to be taken for granted. 

With this fact established, the top-rank Democratic party strate- 
gists have now generally agreed on a second hard fact: no other regu- 
Jar party Democrat can be nominated without splitting the party 
ruinously, and none such could be elected. To use the usual labels, Jus- 
tice Douglas is too New Dealish and Northern; Senator Byrd is too 
reactionary and Southern; Senator Barkley is too old; Chief Justice 
Vinson has no vote-getting power. 

With this fact also generally accepted most of the important Demo- 
crats of all factions, even within the White House, last week agreed on 
a third fact: the one man who can unite the party and take it to vie- 
tory is General Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

This agreement immediately bumps into two solid obstacles: Harry 
Truman is still a candidate for re-election and General Eisenhower 
already formally rejected a political career in a statement that, from 
a man of his integrity, must be accepted as sincere. 

Last week in Washington the Democratic strategists believed they 
had finally found the one possible way to remove both these obstacles. 
These strategists, it is all-important to remember, range all the way 
from the extreme left to the extreme right, and “from Palestine to Jim 
Crow.” 

The first problem of the new secret strategy is to find an honorable 
way out for Harry Truman. The watchword of the planners is 


tained in the words privately spoken by the late Senate Majority Lead- 
er Joseph T. Robinson of Arkansas, who died while vainly struggling to 
enact President Roosevelt’s Supreme Court packing bill. Robinson 
often said, “We must find a solution with honor.” 


Those words, “solution with honor,” are being quoted all over Wash- 
ington. This is what they mean: We must find a way in which Harry 
Truman can retire; first, with the gratitude of the people for trying to 
do an enormous task as well as he could, and second, in such a way as 
to make possible the nomination of General Eisenhower. 

Although it is clearly too late to try to sell the American people on 
Harry Truman’s abilities, these strategists believe that the people will 
come to appreciate that Mr. Truman has tried “only to do the right 
thing, without regard to political consequences.” They think that there 
is considerable sympathy for him in his plight now. One Southern sen- 
ator said last week: 

“Remember that Harry Truman has more courage than Franklin 
Roosevelt though he doesn’t have his skill. Roosevelt would have wait- 
ed until all the money for the Jackson Day dinners was in before he 
released the Civil Rights message. I have to denounce Truman because 
T have to go on living in the South. But I admire that little guy.” 

This same search for a “solution with honor” is being made by such 
labor leaders as Phil Murray and Walter Reuther. One top labor strat- 
egist said, “Harry Truman’s record for labor, over all, is good. He's 
made mistakes. But he has only one real labor enemy. John L. Lewis 
—and that’s a popular enemy to have. 

“No man who has been president of these United States should ever 
be forced to leave the White House in humiliation. Every good Amer- 
ican will agree to that. We don’t want Harry to quit with the flag drag- 
ging. Our American prestige abroad is involved. We want him to leave 
the White House with a high heart, sure of the thanks of the people. 
‘And General Eisenhower is the best legacy Harny Truman could leave.” 

It is with such generous expressions that the North, the South, la- 
bor, the city machines, the non-Communist left and all the heteroge- 
neous wreckage of the old New Deal political empire are now uniting

suddenly on these two fundamental objectives: to retire Truman with 
honor, and to nominate and elect Eisenhower. 

The strategy actually is a long and delicate parlay involving two 
political horses in exactly perfect weather conditions. The second part 
of the strategy is as delicate and difficult as the first. 

The curious thing about General Eisenhower's renunciations is how 
entirely fruitless they have been, The envious insist that he has always 
been running for the presidency. His supporters argue contrarily that 
the denials have been ineffective because the U.S. people want him 
so much that they refuse to listen to his pleas, 

‘The Democrats point out that General George Marshall’s refusal 
to enter polities has always been taken for an absolute withdrawal: 
"He locked the door and threw the key away.” But, they say, “Ike 
always leaves the door open just a little bit.” 

One night a year or so ago, it is said, Ike Eisenhower and Roy Rob- 
erts, boss of the Kansas City Star, sat in a Kansas City hotel room all 
one night, testing a little whisky and arguing about Ike’s political fu- 
ture. At that time Eisenhower based his refusal to run on the fact that 
at the moment of the German surrender at Reims he had reached a 
pinnacle in his life which he could not hope to surpass; why therefore 
lot himself be dragged about in politics?

are going to “go down the line for Ike” and set the band wagon rolling. 
The strategists even hope to persuade President Truman himself to 
place Eisenhower's name in nomination as he sings his own dramatic 
swan song. 

The strategy (already known to President Truman): he would ap- 
pear among the Missouri delegates and ask permission to address the 
convention. He would then say, in effect: “The world is in a grave cri- 
sis. In such a period, with national unity as the greatest need, there 
must be no suspicion that the American President is playing polities. 
T have not been playing politics, but that charge has been made. In 
order to remove every shadow of a doubt, I now withdraw my name 
as a candidate. Thus I will be absolutely free, from July to January, 
to devote myself entirely to the welfare of the U.S. in order to turn 
over to my successor a nation unified in spirit and armed for any even- 
tuality. That successor must be a man who—”’ and then, after several 
more The-Man-Whos, he would mention the name of Dwight David 
Eisenhower of New York. 

While the balloting is on, it is planned, General Eisenhower, learn- 
ing of this approaching nomination by acclamation, would immedi- 
ately wire the convention to this effect: I must decline this nomination 
—unless it is absolutely clear that I am not committed in any way to 
any previous Democratic party positions. 

One strategist said, “Wow! What a scene! Then he would be drafted 
unanimously! It wouldn’t matter how much blood had been spilled 
the day before in drafting the platform! Nothing would matter!” 

The fulfillment of this bright dream depends on a great many things 
going exactly right. Harry Truman must see the light, as they say. 
But he will be presented only with two alternatives: retire with honor 
—or bt retired by force. About June 1 a number of the highest rank- 
ing Democratic senators and representatives, and other party elders, 
are planning to review the entire situation at a secret meeting. After 
that meeting the group will call on the President and seck to reach an 
agreement—unless such an agreement is long since in the bag. If it is 
not, they will then repair to the White House to confront Mr. Truman 
with the coup d'état of the projected Eisenhower nomination, by 
unanimous consent of the ranking party leaders, 

The bright dream also depends on keeping General Eisenhower 
quiet and happy until that time. The general is naturally sensitive to 
press criticism of his motives or his integrity, and in his long Army life 
he was rarely the target of anything except the most flattering adula- 
tion. The strategists realize that one of their problems is to “thicken 
up his thin skin,” and they dread his reaction when such expert nee- 
dlers as Westbrook Pegler begin to carve him with long knit 


The general’s dilemma 


As a man of honor, as a man who has risen through all the exacting 
requirements of a difficult profession, always under the scrutiny of a 
hierarchy jealous of its high traditions, General Eisenhower is natu- 
rally keen to keep both his own good name and that of the milita 
out of the inevitable mud-slinging of politics. Even the military itse 
in its highest echelons, is torn between the conflicting desire to protect 
its good name and its own sense of crisis. Some of the military would 
e to have a man with Eisenhower's background in the White House 
during the next few years. Therefore Ike's friends are struggling to 
keep him quiet, arguing that as a patriot he’simply does not have the 
right to remove himself irrevocably from the service of his country, 
especially at this time. They also use other arguments. One close friend 
said, “If there’s one thing that will make Ike run, it will be the Repub- 
lican nomination of MacArthur.” 

Obviously the entire strategy here outlined is one of the great gam- 
bits of American politics today. It may work; it may not. Certainly it 
is the last hope of the wrecked, split and foundering Democratic party. 
Harry Truman owes that party everything; General Eisenhower owes 
it nothing—yet. 

‘The makers of the new strategy stop at the Eisenhower nomination. 
They:have not thought beyond it. Their theory is that he can mei 
and wave his hand and smooth the party’s way past all the irri- 
tating issues of the day. 

But it is not conceivable that the general would be permitted by the 
voters of the U.S. to avoid taking firm positions on the major issues. 
Nor would he consent to, as a man of principles. What would his pop- 
ularity be once he is forced to take a flat position on the civil-rights 
program for the South? Or on the Palestine situation? Or on amend- 
ing the Taft-Hartley law, either to make it harder or softer on labor? 
Little is known of his actual beliefs; he has had no occasion to spell 
them out. : 

Politics is more than a game, and these matters concern every Amer- 
ican. Therefore the general, the President, the political strategists— 
and the plain people—have a lot of hard thinking to do.

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: 


Kathryn Forhes’s best-selling recollections of her Norwegian mother are turned into a nostalgic, heart-warming film 


Since Life With Father was published in 1935 the U.S. public has been 
faced with a staggering number of affectionate family reminiscences set in 
the horse-and-buggy era. Second only to Father in popularity has been, un- 
derstandably, a fond recollection of Mother—a Norwegian immigrant called 
Mama Hanson, who first came to life in a series of sketches written by her 
daughter Kathryn Forbes (right) for the Reader's Digest. These 
were collected into a book called Mama's Bank Account, which 
in turn was adapted (by John van Druten) into a play. The lat- 
est and current reincarnation of the durable lady is in Ge 
Stevens’ new RKO production, [ Remember Mama. 

Mama Hanson is the leading spirit of a clan of Norwegians 
who live in the San Francisco of 1905-10. She is the embodiment 
of most traits commonly associated with mothers—sympathy, wis- 
Jom and resourcefulness. Papa, a carpenter, worships her. So 
do the four children, among them Katrin, a would-be writer. On

the fringes of the family is Uncle Chris, an evil-tempered, domineering 
rakehell with a heart of gold and lots of money. 

Ina long (137 minutes), warmhearted movie, Mama and her family under- 
go myriad domestic triumphs and tragedies virtually unconnected by plot. 
Uncle Chris's mistreated relatives gather forgivingly around his deathbed 
(above). Katrin grows into maturity when she recognizes her own 
selfishness over a high-school graduation present. 

While I Remember Mama misses being completely enjoyable 
because most big scenes are tiresomely drawn out, it avoids th 
pitfall of oversentimentality and adds up to a first-class movie. 
Director Stevens has astutely guided his cast into some of the most 
convincing performances on record. Most notable: Irene Dunne, 
with a charming Norwegian accent, as Mama; the heavy-browed 
a Oscar Homolka as Uncle Chris (next page), and, as Katrin, Holly- 
wood’s most attractive new star, Barbara Bel Geddes (pp. 65, 66).

In 1939, when she was 16, Barbara Bel 
Geddes was a student at Putney, a progres- 
sive, coeducational private school in Ver- 
mont. Putney encourages its students to 
express themselves artistically. Barbara's 
self-expression took the form of acting the 
part of an old hag in J. M. Synge’s play, 
Riders to the Sea, which the school dramat- 
ic group was putting on. After witnessing 
it the Putney drama teacher sent a note to 
Barbara’s father, Designer Norman Bel 
\ Geddes, which stated sadly that his daugh- 
\ ter had “no talent.” 

\\ Barbara's low standing with the Putney 
\ \ faculty did not particularly disturb Father 
7 Bel Geddes, who has always consider 
SELF-PORTRAIT, AGED 7 daughter's achievements, even her cl 
ish pencil sketches (left), to be indications 
of considerable latent talent. Later that year, however, he was startled 
to receive another letter from the school stating that his daughter had 
been devoting more attention to the Putney boys than to her studies 
and that, all things considered, it would probably be best if Barbara 
and Putney were to part company.

ment of the Putney faculty by singling her out with especially unkind 
mention. This sort of thing does not discourage young actresses, how- 
ever, even pudgy ones. Within a few years Barbara had elongated into 
a presentable leading-lady type and had racked up some useful experi- 
er ith the USO shows.

Barbara (by now 22) got her big break. She was cast in a drama called 
Deep Are the Roots, which dealt with race relations in the South. Not 
only was the play a hit, but most of the drama critics decided that Bar- 
bara’s acting was the best thing in it. This personal triumph natural- 
ly got her.a number of Hollywood offers. Barbara finally accepted a 
tempting offer made by RKO, which had such a weak list of female 
players that she was able to start right out in leading roles, an unusual 
break for a movie newcomer. In two pictures, The Long Night (Lire, 
Oct. 6) and I Remember Mama, her fresh blond charm has moved stu- 
dio executives to self-congratulation for signing her up. “We've got a 
great property in that Bel Geddes,” one of them said recently. “She's 
golden.” After such compliments, Barbara, who swears like a trooper if 
necessary, grows almost girlish, “I think that’s awfully cute,” she says.

Mr. Blandings Builds His Dream House, by Eric Hod- 
gins (right), first appeared two years ago in the pages 
of Lire’s sister publication, FORTUNE, with which Mr. 
Hodgins has been associated off and on for more than 
14 years. Subsequently it was condensed into a LIFE 
article (April 29, 1946), reprinted in the Reader’s Digest 
and finally expanded into a full-length novel which was 
selected as a Book-of-the-Month. 

Mr. Blandings is a study of the nightmare aspects of 
home-building. Its hero is a New York advertising man 
who, like so many rising executives, decides he wants to 
live in the country. He is lured into buying a house so 
decrepit that it has to be torn down, decides to build a 
new one and ultimately spends four times as much 
money as he had intended. In the process Mr. Blandings is bilked, bamboozled and 
betrayed by almost everyone he meets. He ends up with a deflated bank account, a 
case of the jitters and a fine house. 

Now Mr. Blandings has been made into a movie. Author Hodgins was asked to go 
to the RKO studios in Hollywood to help with the script. Unlike most authors, he

house with’a hangover. But I finally reached my agent (whom I had never 
met) and was directed to his house. There I had my first surprise: he was 
gentle and genial, with a quizzical, humorous cast of mind, and not at all 
the flesh-peddling Trafficker in Souls I had expected. 

He asked me what was the first thing I wanted to know. 

“What is my status out here?” I asked him. 

"The lowest of the low,” he said, with a reaction time that was suspi- 
ciously quick. : 

There are comforts in touching bottom: things are good and solid there. 

“That's a slight oversimplification of a very complex problem,” he went 
on. “There are a good many types of writers out here. Your type is the 
Visiting Working-Writer—I guess. A Visiting Name-Playwright-Writer is 
far above you—not only above but askew-above. But to give you an idea 
of the richness of the categories here, you should know that there are Con- 
tract Writers and Free-Lance Writers; Action Writers, Men and Origi- 
nal-Story Boys. In a wholly different kingdom are the Resident Gin-Rummy 
Writers and the Visiting Hate-Hollywood Writers. I believe the real hope 
for the future belongs, however, in the Hyphen Men—Writer-Directors, 
Writer-Producers or even Writer-Director-Producers. Some of this at pres- 
ent is pretty lofty and sometimes hugely successful, but even so anything 
that has the word “writer” in it is apt to indicate Depression, in either so- 
cial status or the mental outlook expressed on a psychoanalyst’s couch.” 

He took a sip of bismuth subnitrate and continued. 

“There is a great veneration for Books out here, really a great venera- 
tion. This almost never includes their authors. I have been puzzling about 
this for 20 years and do not yet know the answer. You, as a small example, 
have written a book which is fairly well known here—at least well-enough 
known to have been bought by a studio, but nobody has ever heard of you. 
That is an advantage I would hang onto if I were you. It won’t be difficult, 
I assure you, but for heaven’s sake remember its importance. It will also

script was most promising but had certain obvious faults. Now I 
am 49, and with a new maturity has come a self-questioning about 
those 20 pages.

I used the opportunity to take stock of 
my studio surroundings. It was a good thing I did because almost 
immediately I encountered Mr. William Fadiman, younger brother 
of Information Please and executive assistant to Dore Schary for 
Stories. With naval courtesy never exceeded by a British vice ad- 
miral in the 1850s he expressed the hope that my working quarters 
were at least adequate: the studio was badly pressed for space. 

To this I answered yes, which was a lie. They were not adequate; 
they were superb. I had by now discovered why the Messrs. Panama 
and Frank had disappeared; in their script-writing phase they work 
in each other’s laps, and besides this they work almost entirely at 
home. So my cramped quarters consisted of a three-room office 
suite, in the middle of which sat a lovely, raven-haired girl who was 
the Panama-Frank secretary, Miss Mildred Kaufman. She, Ii 
self, was from the Far East, and she was a great companion: 
mornings. In the afternoons she went out to the Panama home in 
Beverly Hills and worked with her regular employers there. That 
left me in sole possession of about 500 square feet of floor space— 
ample even for a roving editor of the Reader's Digest. 


IINALLY one day Panama and Frank reappeared. They had 
with them my 20-page critique and they were quite undis- 
turbed.

When I finished several successive revisions of Scene 
39, it was with further recourse to the Hollywood writer’s stand- 
ard pharmacopoeia of aspirin, Benzedrine and Seconal. I then dis- 
covered that I was mostly recopying what Panama and Frank had 
written in the first place, except for a few differences in conjuné- 
tions. It was generally acknowledged, however, that I had written 
one line which might prove useful, and I was gratified to see it turn 
up in many successive drafts. For the benefit of the moviegoing 
public, however, I might say that Scene 39 does not appear in Mr, 
Blandings at all, in anybody's version.

As associates in a unique set of troubles he had 
Alex Finlayson as second assistant director and Jimmy Anderson 
as unit manager. Here is the sort of thing with which they had to 
contend: 

The plot of the picture requires that an old house, bought by the 
Blandings’ for its antique charm and value, be torn down. This 
happens in front of the camera. The Blandings’ Dream House must 
then be built on the identical spot, some of it in front of the camera 
but by no means all. The plot also calls for a lot of trouble with the 
excavation over which the Dream House will stand. Could excava- 
tion be made and house be built on the same location in natural 
sequence? No, it could not. This answer was partially economic and 
partially physical. Natural sequence would not only involve days 
and days of dead time for the distinguished and high-priced cast; it 
would also wreck the location as, successively, the old house was 
torn down, the excavation dug and the new house put up. So anoth- 
er location had to be found, in which two thirds of all structures, 
trees, fences—two thirds of everything—had to be completely du 
licated. Mind you, the task of creating rural Connecticut in Cali- 
fornia’s wholly dissimilar San Fernando Valley was no cinch to be- 
gin with, since the majestic oaks were bolted together and their 
leaves wired on, and they clanked when struck. (The stone walls 
went click: they were plaster.) To do two thirds of this enormous 
labor not once but twice, to hunt and hunt for a new location with 
background and topography enough like the original so that the 
Special Effects Department could make them seem identical seemed 
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WELL-DIGGER is one of many in the movie who my sand bilks Mr. 
Blandings. He digs down 227 feet (at $4.50 per foot) before striking water. 
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to me, an outsider, an incredible labor. But it was done. In this 
shadow zone, where artistic venture, infinite mechanical arrange- 
ment and cold economics all mix and merge, Jimmy Lane and Alex 
Finlayson and Jimmy Anderson had to do their work. It is a zone 
often without enough light to see your way clear, but you have 
to come out at the right ‘place regardless of the murk. Thus it was 
that Blandings came out with two locations in addition to the sets on 
the studio stages back in Hollywood: the “house location” and the 
“excavation location.” The two appear as one on the screen, but it 
took weeks of thought and management to produce an effect for 
which the.sole demand was that the audience would not notice any 
effect whatever. 


T is the ungraciously condescending ignorance of such matters 

that makes me think the Visiting Hate-Hollywood Writer such 
a boob. Perhaps Hollywood is overorganized, Most certainly there 
is a clash between the movies as big business and the nfovies as 
artistic ventures. Would it interest you to know where a large part 
of this comes from? It comes from the weather. Because of the 
weather every exterior set must have its “cover set”—that is, an 
alternative interior to protect the schedule and keep shooting in 
progress even if there is fog or rain outside. Dollars pour out by the 
second while shooting progresses, and everyone feels this hard pres- 
sure—everyone from topmost stars to newest grips boy. In Bland- 
ings the weather affected Myrna Loy’s life beginning every day at 
5 a.m, when she rose to be made up for the dz sj job. Would it be for 
the planned location shooting or for the cover sel? Hollywood has a 
weather service about as good as that of the U.S. Air Force. Ithas to. 


CARPENTERS walk out when Mr. Blandings complains. He begins a speech 
urging them to stay, then learns it is Saturday noon, therefore quitting time. 


LABORER finds a gushing spring right under the excavation, thus making 
well unnecessary. He obviously looks on Mr. Blandings as a complete moron. 


I suppose it is this sort of duplication which appears in every 
guise that gave some Hollywood columnists the idea that it had 
“cost RKO $70,000 to build nothing more than the fagade of Bland- 
ings’ $25,000 house,” which is simply not true. But by my own un- 
official back-of-the-envelope estimates, the running expenses on 
Blandings must have been something like $37,000 a shooting day. 
There was one huge studio set, built at great expense, for which the 
camera had to be set on staging some 25 feet above the floor (pp. 
112-113), Cary Grant and Myrna Loy had the job of acting on an in- 
alined'plane' (with ne guard vail) woos 60 feevabove hed enunceta 
and were in position just as I walked nervously into the studio. (Iwas 
always expecting something disastrous to happen when I showed 
up, because I am really Mr. Blandings and Cary Grant is nothing 
but a handsome, gifted interloper.) But he was never more gracious 
than on this morning, when he somehow spotted me in the crowd 
and yelled, “Show Hodgins how it looks in the camera.” I am sure 
at that moment Hank Potter wished I were in his grandfather’s 
hell, but there is a certain politeness between top stars and directors 
that is seldom violated, so I got my look. It must have taken me 
at least three minutes to climb the ladder, clamber over braces on 
the staging, have my look in the camera (it was fine) and climb down 
sein made the mental calculation that my look had cost the 
studio $550, and when I was back on the floor again a Nameless 
Wit, closely connected with the picture, whispered in my ear, “That 
is the sort of thing that makes Floyd Odlum turn over in his swim- 
ming pool.” (Financier Odlum has been chairman of the board of 

RKO for several years.) Yet in another sense maybe my look didn’t 
oa anybody anything: the whole scene was cut and the investment 
in the set completely lost because, in the end, nobody liked the 
way it played, not even the man who suggested it in the first place.

BLANDINGS IN HOLLYWOOD continues 


The human imagination is not rich enough to dream up the 
things that will cost dozens of minutes and! thousands of dollars. 
I remember once pratoning the shooting of a studio scene which 
depicted the breakfast nook of the Blandings’ crowded New York 
City apartment, near the picture’s beginning; it went wrong seven 
times in a row, after Hank Potter had said, “OK.” and Jimmy Lane 
had sung the assistant director’s chant, “‘All-right-quiet-please- 
boys—roll.’em.” The scene began and was first flagged to a halt by 
the sound man for that most frequent of reasons—microphones 
picking up the mutter of airplane engines over the studio. The 
second start was halted by the camera operator: something was 
wrong with the way the lighting struck Miss Loy’s left eyelashes. 
The chief cameraman, the Chinese-American James Wong Howe, 
who had had everything to his satisfaction 15 minutes ago and was 
trying to get a moment of leisure on a couch, whipped back to the 
camera. After a few minutes it appeared that the trouble was not 
with the lighting but with the make-up—so Miss Loy’s make-up 
man had to climb over half a dozen prostrate bodies, tangles of 
high-voltage cable and a miscellany of overstuffed furniture from 
other scenes to get to his problem. It then took him 10 minutes 
to get the eyelash to the satisfaction of Jimmy Howe. The third 
start was interrupted about half way by a script girl who pointed 
out that one of the little Blandings daughters had moved her arm 
when Miss Loy had uttered the word “undermine” instead of the 
word “education” as in previous takes. The fourth stop was another 
airplane, as was the fifth, The sixth stop did not waste much foot- 
age but it was one of the longest. The camera operator in a mixture 
of disgust and self-blame yelled, “Miss Loy’s scrambled eggs have 
gone dry.” So they had: they had been waiting to be eaten for 
more than an hour. A property man, with proper union sanction to 
act as a short-order cook, began heating up his electric stove again, 
reached into a whole crate of eggs thoughtfully provided by the 
Property Department, and scrambled and garnished two. That 
fixed that. 

The seventh start really looked as if it would finish. The reason 
it didn’t was no less a one than Cary Grant. He had only one line to 
utter: a line of stern parental rebuke that was to end the scene. He 
had now been waiting more than an hour and a half to deliver it, 
and tension tells even on the most experienced and adroit; when 
his line finally came up it was more than he could bear: in the mid- 
dle of his sternness he broke into uproarious laughter. “Twenty 
minutes’ rest for everybody,” said Mz. Potter, 

The next time it went through like a breeze. But I was beginning 
to realize that Blandings-like troubles are regular matters of course, 
even in the lives of normal men and women. 

Let us, for example, take the matter of Theodore. Theodore was 
(and I hope still is) a canary. His sole function was as a prop and 
no sound was wished out of him. The Sound D« ent would do 
any singing necessary, at the right moment. Since all pet-shop 
canaries are Positively Guaranteed to Sing, the problem of finding 
a canary Positively Guaranteed Not to Sing was something with 
which no legitimate pet-shop proprietor would soil his hands, and 
recourse could be had only to a vast shadowy underworld in which 
a soundless canary might be discovered. The underworld came 
through and, true to its curious ethics, did indeed deliver a canary

that never sang. Nothing had been said about cheeping, however, 
ara begintiicin cn te dot ot4s80 every aternoon "Thcadarsrtald 
let go with a series of cheeps, above which not even the deep-voiced 
Melvyn Douglas could make himself heard. Every possible remedy 
was discussed: a radical school favored an operation on Theodore, 
but this was quickly dismissed as inhumane. Finally Theodore won 
out: scheduling had to be rearranged. 


I DO NOT want to give the idea that all Blandings-like troubles 
were on this level, Some of them were puzzles for the higher 
powers of the intellect. For example, how much should Jim Bland- 
ings, advertising man, get as salary? I had left this question unan- 
swered in my book but threw in several vague allusions that would 
lead the reader to suspect he got $25,000 a year—i.e., was pretty 
close to the top of his profession, excluding its proprietors. Panama 
and Frank knew from experience that the salary would have to be 
explicitly stated in the picture, and also that $25,000 was far too 
high: to the average moviegoer a man earning that amount has 
no troubles. They thought Jim should get $10,000. It was a very 
fough qlne, fee iGiavalved in whole cueatian OA Nowiaaan 
house a $10,000-a-year man could realistically think himself able 
to buy—and the RKO Art Department, Construction Department, 
Property Department and many other departments wanted to 
know, quick, so that the house could be designed. There was bound 
to be an inconsistency somewhere, for you obviously could not 
dress the beautiful Myrna Loy in the actual costumes that a $10,- 
000-a-year man’s wife can wangle out of a department store at cur- 
rent prices. (Couldn’t you, though? It’s the sort of thing the British 
pictures do with such pleasant realism.) But the price level was ris- 
ing fast, so Jim Blandings had to be given a grudging $2,000 raise. 
But then the inflation spiral in the real world began shooting up 
so fast that Jim was rather hastily given another boost and finally 
appeared in the picture as a man earning $15,000 a year. This may 
turn out to be pretty quaint if the picture appears in revival around 
1952. 


NDEED, as I saw it, the shooting of a movie is the one thing in 

the world more harrowing than the building of a house. As a 
small but perfect example, the men hired from the Screen Actors 
Guild to sy the parts of carpenters building the Dream House, 
couldn’t make the grade of reality: it takes real carpenters to han- 
dle carpenters’ tools. So a vast hocus-pocus arose from Hank 
Potter’s desire to use real carpenters as actor-carpenters; it was 
fine with the carpenters but not with the Screen Actors Guild. The 
eventual solution was that the actor-carpenters were paid standby 
time for doing nothing while the real carpenters acted their parts 
for them and were paid according to the regular carpenter's scale. 

I must say I found twisted joy in some other things that hap- 
pened while the shooting went on. Perhaps the happiest thing of 
all—from my viewpoint, not Mr. Potter’s—was the trouble with 
the Dream House excavation. The book depicted the excavation as 
flooding from an uncovered spring and the picture here followed 
the book quite closely. The actual shooting situation was precisely

the reverse: the excavation could not be made to hold water. Its 
base was decomposed granite, and the water leaked out as fast as 
it could be poured in. It took heavy-duty pumps, out of reach of 
the microphones and connected to the excavation by fire hoses 
churning out volumes of water per minute, to keep the excavation 
full. And the pump had to be regulated to replace the precise 
amount of water that leaked out, so that the “flooded” excavation’s 
water level would neither fall nor rise. 


HE really incredible thing to recite is that despite these woes 
the studio rated Mr. Blandings as an “extremely easy” picture 
to shoot. Hank Potter had a 60-day schedule: he “brought it in,” 
as they say, in 65—and the five-day overrun was due to illnesses. 
Ina storm scene near the end of the picture the water sprays and 
wind machines did such a good job on Myrna Loy that she came 
down with a bad cold. Melvyn Douglas, a sympathetic soul, to whom 
the script gave the inestimable privilege of kissing her five times 
(while being paid for it, the shame of it all), not unnaturally caught 
the same disease, and Hank Potter himself came down with some- 
thing in the realm of psychosomatic medicine that was never really 
diagnosed. That was all the time lost. Yet I was told of a single day 
in which the cobweb-maker had run out of mix, the Sound Depart- 
ment lost the three phase, there were not enough silks for the 
twin broads and the gaffer was having difficulty in hitting Miss Loy 
with a peanut on a trombone. 
[Translation: The cobweb mix is a plastic with which, through 
a spinnerette, is spun artificial cobwebs to make things look older. 
The three phase is the electrical circuit which provides power for 
sound equipment and cameras. Silks are photographers’ light-dif- 
fusing fabrics mounted on frames and placed ce of the broads, 
which are floodlights. The gaffer is an electrician, whose peanut is 
an extremely small light mounted on an extension bracket, the 
trombone.] 
‘That was about the time I left Hollywood. 


HE general thought with which I left Hollywood was that the 

people who are popularly supposed to lead Bohemian lives— 
actors and actresses, writers, musicians, directors, etc.—are ac- 
tually hardworking, thoughtful, up-at-5-in-the-morning types and 
that it is the supposedly hard-as-nails, take-it-or-leave-it business 
types that cause the vast upheavals which give Hollywood its repu- 
tation for being crazy. 

T have to walk on eggs here, for businessmen, unlike artists, are 
very sensitive. And since two organizations are involved in Mr. 
Blandings (RKO as producer and the Selznick Releasing Organiza- 
tion, for seeing that it comes to public notice), there are two of 
Everybody instead of only one. So Somebody got the extremely 
bright idea of getting builders to put up a number of Mr. Blandings’ 
Dream Houses all over the country and eventually selling or raf- 
fling them off for charity, completely equipped and furnished. This 
involved “tie-ups” with local contractors, department stores, equip- 
ment companies and the like. The General Electric Company picked 
that one up in a hurry, and bang, there was a tie-up: ‘all Blandings 
Dream Houses built would have G.E, equipment in kitchen and 
cellar—everything down to the light bulbs. Then later it occurred 
to Somebody in GE. to wonder, at the 11th hour, what kind of 
kitchen equipment was going to be shown in the picture vans fh East 
Coast called to West Coast to ask. West Coast said that the kitchen 
equipment was just prop stuff and there wasn’t anything to do about 
it because the kitchen scenes would be shot two days later and the 
studio couldn’t afford to wait. Hold everything, said G.E.—we'll 
have the stuff there in time! Getting it there even involved shipping 
a washing machine and a refrigerator out to Hollywood by air to 
make sure that the very latest models would appear on the screen. 
Everything arrived in time, was duly -installed and the kitchen 
scenes were shot without delay. Somebody at G.E. had saved the 


day...

I came home, enthusiastic for the Hollywood I had seen, explained 
agreat deal to me: “Everything depends on whom you fail in with.” 
‘The people I fell in with I liked and respected. Dore Schary, as the

JOINTS OF STEEL AND PLASTIC 


Radical new operation replaces diseased bone, enables patient to regain complete freedom of movement 


Among the most hopeless and disabling medical cases are those in which 
bones and bone joints are damaged by such diseases as cancer and arthritis. 
With a revolutionary new surgical technique developed by a 48-year-old sur- 
geon, Dr. Stephen S. Hudack of New York City, many of these cases may no 
longer be considered beyond medical repair. Hudack makes use of radical but 
wonderfully efficient surgery to remove the diseased portion of the bone, in- 
cluding even the ball and socket of a hip joint, and to replace it with an arti- 
ficial bone and joint made of stainless steel and a nontoxic plastic ball. In 
five humans on whom the operation 
has been performed since January 
1947 the substitute works practically 
as well as a normal bone joint. All of 
the patients are now walking about 
without pain or stiffness in the for- 
merly diseased areas. 

Dr. Hudack has been studying the 
subject of bone healing since 1936. He 
began experimenting with artificial 
joints in animals in 1939, and at 
that time replaced the entire right 
front shoulder joints and part of the

upper legs of several dogs. One dog, operated upon six months ago, jumps off 
tables (p. 130) and dashes about without so much as a limp. Dr. Hudack’s pres- 
ent research program at the New York Orthopedic Hospital of the Columbia 
Presbyterian Medical Center is financed by the Office of Naval Research with 
a view to replacing war-damaged joints. 

The first human to get one of Dr. Hudack’s plastic joints was a 38-year-old 
woman with a tumor of the upper left leg. Resigned to an amputation or a bed- 
ridden life a year and a half ago, the woman is now walking about with un- 

impaired hip motion. Others who 
have benefited from plastic hip joints 
include a farmer with degenerative 
arthritis, a 64-year-old woman with 
a badly mended broken hip and an 
Air Force veteran whose entire body 
had been “frozen” stiff by arthritis. 
For his fifth patient, an Army veteran 
suffering from a degenerative bone 
disease, Dr. Hudack not only sup- 
plied a new hip joint (next page) but 
also straightened out a 14-inch differ- 
ence in the length of the man’s legs.

SURGEONS MEASURE JOHNSON'S SHORTENED LEG 


Dr. Hudack’s technique for building artificial 
joints is about as near to body carpentry as a sur- 
geon can go. In giving 32-year-old Army Veteran 
Hugh Johnson (left) a new hip joint, Dr. Hudack 
used enough surgical tools to fill a trunk. The oper- 
ation lasted four hours. 

Steps in the actual operation are shown at right 
below. Corresponding steps are illustrated with a 
demonstration bone (Iefi, below). After a 14-inch 
incision was made in Johnson's leg muscles, the 
surgeon dislocated the malformed bone from its 
socket and then cut off the head with hammer and 
chisel. A grooved nail was hammered into themar- 
row of the bone canal to make room for the steel 
shaft of the plastic appliance. The nail was pulled

out and then the noncorrosive shaft, topped by its 
plasticknob, was inserted and hammered into place. 
Muscles and ligaments were tied to the plastic, to 
which they eventually will grow just as if it were 
real bone. In the process of the operation the entire 
leg was pulled downward by an assistant to stretch 
muscles and lengthen the limb 1}¢inches to normal. 

Although all operations so far have been for hip 
joints, Dr. Hudack expects to replace a shoulder 
joint on his next attempt. The operation is still ex- 
perimental, and there is yet no evidence of how the 
plastic will react in the human body after 10 or 15 
years. But if no difficulties arise, Hudack’s joint 
could be used in the future to rehabilitate the 
thousands crippled by arthritis and bone tumor.
